The Gleaner had 24 
barges. 

While passing under the bridge 
at Cairo, both boats, two hours apart, 
Itrpeh a pier and sank In all sS.tlltO 
bushels of coal, a.' loss of IS.SOP, If 
Die coal i.i not recovered. The Cairo 
Bullfiln gives this account of the ar- 
i Ulont : 

"As a result of a collision between 
two Pittsburg coal boats with one of 
the piers at the bridge, su.OOO bush 
els of ciial are at the bottom of the 
river and the combine has su.ialned 
a loss am. mining to about II.IM. 

"The tiiM boat to strike the pier 
was the towboat Gleaner. Iks ran 
the bridge al 10 a. in., with tow of 1 1 
pieces. It is always a dim. uli job to 
pilot one of these big tows through 
the bridge and the high stage of wat- 
er yesterday morning made it more 
hazardous. As she started through 
there was a trash as the tow came 
Mftlaal the second pier of the bridge, 
and two coal barges and a coal boat 
were crushed like egg shells and then 
lonienls dumped lni<> Die lioii.nn <>! 
the river. The James Moren met a 
similar late scanely two hours 
later."

Huge logs 
and Dip debris from trees along (he 
railroad tracks, are floating free of 
the ground and hy morning every- 
thing loose will have been lifted h> 
the water almost within Ihe entire 
district described. Just what Ihe II 
nancial loss resulting from the big 
and unlookpcl for rise will be can- 
not I,p estimated as yet, but It is ei- 
pected that It will run well up Into 
Die thousands of dollars.
